He said he 
spun the cylinder of the weapon 
and pulled the trigger twice, then 
handed it to Haynes who pulled 
the trigger several times without 
pistol firing. Haynes re- 
turned the revolver and as he 
started to leave the room, Menard 
pulled the trigger again and the 
weapon was discharged, Menard 
said. 

Haynes, shot in the abdomen, 
slumped to the floor. The elder 
Menard told officers he “got ex- 
cited” and fled. He went to the 
home of a friend, who later drove 
him to the bus depot. After he 
left home, his wife, Hazel, called 
police and an ambulance, and 
Haynes was dead on arrival at 
City Hospital. 

Mrs. Menard first told officers 
Haynes had been shot by a 
stranger. Police reported young 
Menard said he arrived at the 
house after the shooting, got the 
revolver from the bedroom and 
threw it in the river.

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CITY INSPECTION 
AGENCY PROPOSED 
IN NEW CHARTER 


Would End Department 
of Safety — Shift of 
Other Duties to Fire 
Unit Already Urged. 


A new city department of regu- 
latory inspection to take over 
most functions. of the present De- 
partment of Public Safety hag 
been proposed by the Governe 
mental Research Institute to the 
St. Louis Board of Freeholders 
in a report made public today. 

Since the Institute in an earliet 
report proposed that the functions 


of the Department of Public 
Safety relating to fire fighting 
and fire prevention be transferred 
to a new department of fire, to- 
day’s proposal, if adopted, would 
result in abolishment of the De- 
partment of Public Safety. 

Other city agencies, whose 
functions in whole or in part 
would be assigned to the new 
department and to three boards 
to be appointed by the Mayor in- 
clude the division of electrical 
inspection in the Department of 
Public Utilities, the house numb- 
ering section in the division of 
streets of the Department of 
Streets and Sewers and the air 
pollution engineer of the health 
division in the Department of 
Public Welfare. 

Three New Boards Proposed. 


The three new boards proposed 
by the Institute would be a board 
of zoning and building appeals, 
board of air pollution control and 
board of liquor control. 

The board of zoning and build- 
ing appeals would have the same 
functions now exercised by the 
Board of (zoning) Adjustment and 
of the Board of Building Appeals. 
The proposed board of air pollu- 
tion control would combine the 
appeal functions of the present 
(smoke regulation) Appeal Board 
and the advisory functions of the 
'Mayor’s Air Pollution Committee. 
_ The quasi-judicial functions 
‘now performed by the Excise 
Commissioner in connection with 
hearings and appeals cases per- 
taining to liquor control would be 
vested in a board of liquor con- 
trol. Members of the boards

French Slow to Face Facts. 


The French have been extraor- 
dinarily slow to recognize the 
hard realities and the basic 
strength of Asiatic nationalism. 
Their record here has been a 
sorry sequence of too little, too 
late. Local negotiations, present- 
ly headed by the able high com- 
missioner, Leon Pignon, have been 
obviously handicapped by Pari- 
sian politics and the need for cal- 
culating every move against the 
danger of repercussions in other 
French overseas territories. 

It is pretty evident that the 
people of Viet Nam, with the ex- 
ception of a few small minorities, 
are largely anti-French. It is 
equally evident that the majority 
of Viet Namese nationalists, 
though weary of war and terror- 
ism, are sympathetic to the revo- 
lutionary regime of Ho Chi Minh. 
The French have tried dealing 
with Ho and failed—a failure for 
which there was fault on both 
sides. They have written off Ho 
Chi Minh and his immediate fol- 
lowers as Communist untouch- 
ables. 

Belated French Offer. 

Belatedly, the French are offer- 
ing a new formula for “independ- 
ence” to the people of Viet Nam.

The Exploiters of Alaska 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Alaska is not a state because of the 
large mining and cannery interests 
that operate in the territory. They 
have a very good and also very quiet 
lobby to block statehood. 

There are a lot of them, 
but here are a few: There is no property 
tax in Alaska. The territory gets only 
a few cents on each case of salmon and 
a very small per cent of the gold mined.

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Politics in Limbo 

State government operates in a kind of limbo 
of American politics. Ranking somewhere be- 
hind the federal and local governments in 
public attention, the states also lag in modern 
procedures, and frequently in honesty. 

This is not a new observation. Lincoln Stef- 
fens noted that state governments had practical- 
ly been ignored. Earlier, Lord Bryce wrote that 
the subject was “a primeval forest where the 
vegetation is rank.” 

Recently, the charge of apathy and incompe- 
tence with regard to state government has been 
renewed. In “Our Sovereign State,” Editor 
Robert S. Allen and his colleagues have few 
kind words to say of any state. The book’s chap- 
ter on Illinois is reprinted in part on this page. 

What is wrong with state government? The 
major omissions and disservices can be listed 
in an uncommendable catalogue: 

1. Most state constitutions are archaic. The 
Illinois Constitution is 79 years old, but as Don 
FE. Chamberlain writes, efforts to revise it have 
been frustrated. Louisiana’s runs to 85,000 
words. Missourian, may have pride in the fact 
that their Constitution, though it still contains 
30,000 words, was much reduced and rewritten 
only four years ago. 

Naturally such constitutions are not restricted 
to fundamental law and governmental forms. 
They have been amended, in some cases hun- 
dreds of times, to fix into them all kinds of 
rules which properly belong in the statutes. 
Often the amendments are a device to guard 
special legislation against change. 

2. Voting districts are not representative. 
The general failure to reapportion these dis- 
tricts means that many preeminently urban 
states are dominated by rural legislators. 

In Illinois, the Chicago area has more than 
half the State’s population but only 37 per cent 
of the seats in the Illinois House. The 1940 cen- 
sus figures indicate that 41 per cent of Mis- 
souri’s population is in the St. Louis and Kans- 
as City areas, though these elect but 23 per cent 
of the State Representatives. 

This “rotten borough” system leads inevita- 
bly to neglect of urban needs. Mr. Allen's 
writers think it also favors political conservatism 
and -opposition to much modern legislation. 

3. Legislators are underpaid. The annual sal- 
ary in Missouri is $1500. In Illinois, it is $3000, 
and only New Jersey and New York pay as 
much or more. 

The states can expect to get just what they 
pay for, which is low-caliber representation. 
Low legislative salaries mean inattention and 
hasty consideration of public business, and also 
advance the influence of high-spending pres- 
sure groups. 

4. Lobbying is uncontrolled and pervasive. 
Mr. Chamberlain says monopolies and other 
groups wield powerful influences in Illinois. 
Missouri legislators recently complained that 
small-loan lobbyists offered them legal business 
and other benefits if they would “vote right.” 

While the Federal Government at least at- 
tempts to regulate lobbying, only 35 states have 
lobby laws at all, and none clearly identifies 
what is illegal. State capitols remain open range 
for selfish interests. 

Unless the states institute reforms in areas 
of neglect, the persistent cry of ‘states’ rights” 
will grate on many ears. Too often these rights 
have been invoked, not to improve the states, 
but to oppose social security, federal control 
of tidelands oil, an MVA and other measures. 

Decentralization ought to be a constant con- 
sideration in our governmental system. Yet as 
the states now stand, it is no wonder that so 
many people run to Washington when they 
want effective help or protection. 
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Healthy Ferment for 40 Years 

Just as the La Follette tradition has been 
one of the most fertile yeasts in American poli- 
tics, so has La Follette progressivism won its 
place and influence in the country’s journalism. 
Forty years ago, Wisconsin's “Fighting Bob” 
launched his little magazine to carry the news 
of his principles and battles to readers who 
wanted to know more than an often hostile daily 
press cared to tell them. “It is founded,” wrote 
the fearless Senator in the first issue, “in the 
belief that it can aid in making our govern- 
ment represent with more fidelity the will of 
the people.” 

In that mission, La Follette’s Weekly Mag- 
azine, for many years The Progressive, has 
succeeded. The fortieth anniversary issue, which 
has now reached its readers from Madison, pre- 
sents an array of testimonials that must warm 
the heart of Editor Morris H.- Rubin and those 
associated with him. President Truman calls 
it “a light to shine through many years.” 
Justice Black hopes “that it may never abandon 
its practice of printing honest views whether 
popular or unpopular.” Republican Senator 
Vahdenberg pays a high compliment by saying 
that though he often disagrees, he never fails 
to read.a copy. His party colleague, Senator 
Ives of New York, points to the future's “even 
greater challenge and opportunity.” 

As for the Post-Dispatch, we have quoted 
frequently from The Progressive, as it has 
often reprinted from us. We always welcome its 
arrival from the city which in Bob La Follette’s 
day was a laboratory of state reform. The coun- 
try’s politics and journalism are better for The 
Progressive’s independence, vigor and contin- 
uouslv fresh outlook throughout four decades.

Tomorrows Millions 

The Public Health Service announces that 
1949 will be a banner vear for babies. Already 
more than 2,669,000 births have been registered. 
That certainly buttresses the recent estimate 
of the Census Bureau that there now are more 
than 150,000,000 of us living in the United States. 

This is a godd place to write one of those 
“illuminating” paragraphs on how large a figure 
150,000,000 really is. One could make up a 
whole series of places—listing, of course, the 
emptiest ones—and conclude very impressively: 
“Add up all the people in those places and you 
still will not have half as many as there in the 
good old U.S.A.” Or in a subversive mood, one 
could make comparisons with China and India, 
and ask what’s to be bragged about in a mere 
150,000,000. 

But we are really too surprised to feel like 
playing such atlas games. That’s because we re- 
member that the American population curve 
hit its all-time low in 1936. (To us, that's not 
so very long ago.) At that time there were all 
sorts of dire and sinister*pieces written about 
how we were becoming a nation of creaky, 
creepy old codgers—and who was going to take 
care of us when we all reached decrepit old 
age together? 

Two of the best known experts in the popula- 
tion field, Warren S. Thorpson and Frank K, 
Whelpton, not only foresaw a continually de- 
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clining birth rate, but they feared a decline in 
the population after 1985. Now it looks as if 
today’s housing shortage is the most minor 
sort of a minor irritant compafed with the one 
about which the politicians will be making 
promises 35 years from now. 
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The Helping Hand cf Subterfuge 


It’s a shame the Displaced Persons Commis- 
sion is having to resort to a legal quibble in 
order to get on with its work. By interpreting 
the DP law to the breaking point, the State De- 
partment has decided that “de facto annexed 
areas” does not mean solely Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania. . 

Under its new decision, territories given to 
Russia and Poland by the Potsdam declaration 
may also be considered “de facto annexed 
areas” though their status has not yet been 
finally determined. This decision eriables the 
commission to go on functioning despite Con- 
gress’s arbitrary stivulation in the Act that 40 
per cent of the DPs must come from “de facto 
annexed” lands. 

Before this strained decision by the State De- 
partment, the DP Commission was under the 
quota gun. It had been bringing in refugees 
from where it found them, deferring adjustment 
to the 40 per cent figure in the hope that the 
Eighty-first Congress would remove this capric- 
ious and crippling restriction at its first session. 

But Congress didn’t lift that bar, or the simi- 
larly burdensome requirement that 30 per cent 
of the DPs admitted to this country must be 
agricultural workers. To meet these provisions 
it would have had to select 84 per cent of its 
remaining quota of 100,000 from among 39 per 
cent of the remaining DP population. Under 
such a handicap it felt that the quota could not 
be filled by the target date of June 30, 1950. 

By grace of the State Department’s new deci- 
sion, the DP Commission sees its way fairly 
clear to reaching its goal in time. 
counsel, James J. McTigue, admits, however, 
that it is doubtful Congress intended as broad 
a- definition of “de facto annexed areas” as the 
State Department now professes. Many of the 
homeless of Europe to whom the helping hand 
of the United States is held out in the coming 
months will therefore be the beneficiaries of 
succor by subterfuge. 

Congress cannot make an honest woman of the 
DP Commission too soon after it reconvenes in 
January. At the same time it will remove itself 
fiom the ridiculous position of having ordered 
a humane act to be performed and having then 


put studied obstacles in the way. 
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Lips and What to Do With Them 


We don’t know what-shaped lips Mrs. Veronica 
Dengel, of Buffalo, N. Y., has, but would guess 
that they are the type suited for making broad 
statements. Mrs. Dengel, who describes herself 
as a beauty engineer, says women with thin lips 
lack feeling, those with full lips are theatrical, 
those with one thin and one full lip are the ex- 
ecutive type, and those with a full center are 
the housewife variety. 

After a considerable effort to believe that 
Mrs. Dengel knows what she is talking about, 
we have to report failure. Our notion is that the 
appearance of the lips doesn't matter near so 
much as what is done with them. Lips that are 
tucked in, for example, belong to people who 
have heard all the nonsense they are going to 
listen to and are about to explode. Lips of 
which the lower is thrust out over the upper 
connote deep rumination of a pugnacious order. 
The reverse of this condition—the upper lip 
caught over the lower one—may signify that the 
possessor of both has made a mistake and is 
waiting with the utmost wariness for the conse- 
quences. 

Lips held far apart may suggest lack: of 
knowledge as to what is going on, or amaze- 
ment at it—either or, sometimes, both. Finally, 
the type of lips that are pressed together and 
separated at frequent intervals belong, no doubt, 
to the talkative person, who for all we know 
is ideally qualified to grow up and become a 
beauty engineer.

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A Responsibility of Railroads 

The tragedy at the Gary railroad station will 
bring a shudder to. everyone who reads about 
it. A group of: passengers was waiting on a nar- 
row platform for a local train. Suddenly the 
Michigan Central's Twilight Limited roared by 
at 90 miles an hour—twice the speed limit. The 
whirl of air pulled a half dozen to the side of 
the racing cars. Two women were killed out- 
right and a third died later. Others were serious- 
ly injured. 

At their safest, railroad stations are likely to 
be places of lurking danger. The passenger 
must be on guard. But if people are permitted 
on a platform to wait for a train, it is the 
railroad’s responsibility to see that they are not 
subjected to the horrible hazard which swept 
down at Gary. Lateness and an engineer’s desire 
to make up time are no excuse. 

The lives taken by the Michigan Central's 
haste cannot be restored, but it would help 
some if this tragedy led all railroads ta, make 
sure they do not invite their prospective 
customers to stand in places of unnecessary 
danger. Under the circumstances, the platform 
at Gary must have been such a place. 
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A Gain Against Snobbery 

A college fraternity is by its very nature an 
exclusive organization. Some, indeed, are based 
on snobbery pure and simple. That is why Mrs. 
Glenn Frank, widow of the late president of 
the University of Wisconsin, and others have 
been campaigning vigorously for the abolition 
of these student societies. 

While this campaign has been almost com- 
pletely ignored at some _ schools, a_ broad 
tendency has developed to remove some of 
the more obvious objections to the fraternity 
system. For the most part, students themselves 
have refused to be bound by restrictions against 
race and creed. The Amherst chapter which 
admitted a Negro and then was suspended by 
the national fraternity is a case in point. 

This movement finally has had some effect 
on the National Interfraternity Conference. 
That body has just adopted a resolution urging 
its member fraternities to drop racial and 
religious bars. The issue was raised by stu- 
dent delegates to the Interfraternity convention. 
Unfortunately, only alumni delegates have 
voting privileges. And their decisions are ad- 
visory rather than binding on the member 
organizations. So the protest is not as effective 
as the students wanted it to be. 

But they need not be discouraged; its imple- 
mentation, after all, is in their hands. If they 
open their houses, it will be difficult for any- 
body else to close them. It is to their credit 
that they, rather than older and supposedly 
more mature minds, are insisting on the reform.

Something is happening in Illinois. Old- 
line political leaders are viewing it with 
concern while the voters are watching it 
with considerably more interest than they 
usually evince in state affairs’, 


The optimistic are predicting the end 
of boss rule, a festering sore that has 
plagued Illinois for years. The cynics say 
the change is just a passing fancy. Mean- 
while there is a ‘‘new look” to government 
in Illinois. It came 
about as a result of 
two great election up- 
heavals. 

The first, in 1947, 
installed Martin Ken- 
nelly, wealthy busi- 
ness man and Red 
Cross fund-raiser, as 
Democratic mayor of 
Chicago. The second, 

a year later, sent 

Adlai E. Stevenson, 

lawyer, United Na- 

tions delegate and former assistant to the 
Secretary of the Navy and Secretary of 
State, to Springfield as Governor, and 
Paul H. Douglas, professor of economics, 
Marine hero and Chicago alderman, to 
Washington as Senator. 

Illinois*is actually two states in one. In 
the north is giant Chicago. Illinois has 
102 counties, but more than one-half the 
population is in Cook county (Chicago). 
These two states in one have divergent 
and often bitterly hostile economic, social 
and political views. 


Lobbies on the Loose 


Cook county has only 57 seats in the 
House of Representatives as compared to 
96 downstate. Similarly, Cook county has 
19 Senators as against 32 downstate. Big- 
business fears of reapportionment and a 
state income tax have blocked moderniza- 
tion of Illinois’ Constitution for decades. 


A glaring instance of downstate domina- 
tion in still another key sphere is the State 
Supreme Court. Six of the seven jus- 
tices are downstaters, yet more than half 
of the cases come from Cook county. 


Lobbying may not be as profitable in 
Springfield as it is in other capitals, but 
it is no less pervasive. Lobbyists of the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ Association, utili- 
ties, railroads, banks and other special 
interest groups wield powerful influence. 
In Illinois, lobbyists do not have to regis- 
ter. In fact, the statutes are so vague 
they don’t even define a lobbyist. 


In 1940 Dwight H. Green, a prosecutor 
of Al Capone and the fair-haired boy of 
the G.O.P., was swept into office on the 
slogan, “Beat the machine—go with Green.” 
Eight years later, Green’s machine, reek- 
ing with sordid scandals, mine disaster, 
padded payrolls and pay-offs, was booted 
out by Stevenson with the largest plurality 
ever scored by a gubernatorial candidate. 


How did this miracle come about? A 
number of factors were responsible. High 
on the list is the immensely attractive 
personality of Adlai Stevenson. Also play- 
ing a decisive role were a long succession 
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of scandals. the Centralia mine disaster. 
gambling, chiseling and election-petition 
forgeries. 


Another monkey wrench that hit Green’s 
machine was the slaying of Bernie Shelton, 
one of the notorious Shelton brothers. In- 
dignation intensified when other gambling 
killings followed. The crusading St. Lovis 
Post-Dispatch began digging into the foul- 
ness. The paper’s ace investigator, Ted 
Link, pried open the lid in Peoria and 
found plenty of scandal and corruption. 


Stevenson took office committed to a def- 
inite program. This included long-over- 
due modernization of the Constitution, a 
fair employment practices law, strengthen- 
ing of civil service and mine safety regu- 
lations, cleanup of the state police, in- 
creased aid to schools and improved condi- 
tions in state institutions. 


A Reform Governor's Troubles 


Stevenson quickly ran into trouble from 
old-line legislators, who long have been ac- 
customed to making deals for personal re- 
wards in return for their votes. But this 
time the boys did not hit pay dirt. Ste- 
venson simply refuses to play that kind 
of politics. 


As a result, major features of his pro- 
gram were deteated. They included an 
“FEPC and a constitutional convention. Not 
only have all efforts to rewrite the obso- 
lete Constitution been frustrated, but its 
provisions have been ignored. Under the 
Constitution, the Legislature is required to 
reapportion the State (for the Legislature) 
every 10 years. The last time this was 
done was in 1901. 


One of Stevenson’s first steps was dras- 
tically to revise the mine laws and thor- 
oughly reorganize the mine inspectors. Sim- 
ilarly, Stevenson forced the State Com- 
merce Commission out of politics. 


(ood Measure of Progress 


Illinois also now has a new system of 
state buying which is expected to save 
millions of dollars. In its first three 
months of operation, the benefit to tax- 
payers came to $500,000. Stevenson sup- 
ported a measure which may pave the way 
for voting on three constitutional amend- 
ments at onetime instead of only one. He 
also obtained a big increase in state aid 
for common schools. 

Stevenson, as Governor, has been fairly 
nonpartisan in his appointments. On occa- 
sion he has named Republicans to key po- 
sitions, in the face of strenuous protests 
from hard-boiled leaders of his party. La- 
beled a “reformer,” he readily admits it. 


The question as to how far Stevenson 
will go is still too early to answer. But 
there can be no doubt that his “new look” 
is making a big impact on Illinois. Things 
already look a lot different—and better.

Schirick signed an order, asked 
in separate actions by the Com- 
munist party of New York and by 
four New York city teachers, re- 


straining the State Board of Re- 
gents from enforcing provisions 
of the law. 


The statute, enacted by the

Sary to resort to witch hunting in 
our schools to displace misfits.” 

‘The State Attorney . General’s 
office announced it would appeal 
the decision directly to the Court 
of Appeals, New York’s court of 
last resort. This would mean by- 
passing the appellate division of 
supreme court, a procedure per- 
missible when constitutionality of 
a law is the principal issue.

Brownie players will tell you 
that the DeWitts have furnished 
them with the finest trainer in 
the business in capable Bob Bau- 
man, so well regarded in his pro- 
fession that opposing players come 
to him for help and advice. 

Although the Browns’ training 
facilities at Burbank, Calif., were 
excellent in 1949, the DeWitts are 
looking to improve them next 
spring. They are planning to 
move their players into a nearby 
Hollywood hotel to make them 
comfortable. 

When other clubs dodged Mi- 
Fla., as a training site in 
1947 because of high prices, the 
Browns, unworried about the ex- 
pense, went there. 

The energetic DeWitts have 
been with the Browns since 1936:

Field Hockey Is a Woman’s 


Sport but It Takes Rugged 


Players to Stand the Grind. 


By John J. Archibald 


More than a few persons believe that when it comes to inter- 


scholastic sports, a woman’s place is in the stands. 


Some of the 


high schools in St. Louis county disagree, however. They have shown 
that, given a chance to take part in a sport suitable to them, such 
as field hockey, girls will participate enthusiastically. 


Among the county schools which 
engage in field hockey is Univer- 
sity City High, where the sport 
is under the direction of Miss Vir- 
ginia Dicus, a physical education 
instructor. Under a plan that 
gives every girl a chance to make 
the team, Miss Dicus has de- 
veloped squads that have not lost 
a game in their past two years of 
inter-school competition. An aver- 
age season is four games. 

With a girl student enrollment 
of about 400, University City had 
the impressive total of 125 girls 
out for the intramural games that 
opened the field hockey season 
this year. After the intramurals 
were completed, teams represent- 
ing the sophomore, junior and 
senior classes were chosen, and 
these squads played teams of sim- 
ilar standing from other schools. 


The final part of the extensive 
hockey program at U. City is the 
varsity competition, in which the 
school is represented by a team 
selected from the best players in 


‘the entire school. 


This season’s varsity at U. City | 


includes Mary Jane Kenton, Joan 
Osterholm, Nancy Gill, Kitty Un- 
derwood, Joan Metz, Nancy Har- |

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Television in Review 


Superior TV Job 
At Met Opening 


By John Crosby 


NEW YORK, Nov. 29. 
OR the second successive year, the American 
Broadcasting Co. telecast the opening night 
of the Metropolitan Opera season, a massive 
undertaking. Again there was a note of apology

Well, A.B.C. and its eight cameras and its 54 
directors, producers, commentators. stagehands, 
cameramen and technicians did a fine job, alto- 
gether superior in a technical sense to last 
year’s telecast of “Otello.” The cameras. which 
last year were so unnaturally placed as to make 
monsters of the singers, were strewn around 
more; carefully this year, permitting far greater 
pictorial variety—fades, dissolves, and other 
tricks of the cameraman’s tools. 

* * * 

THEY NEEDED EVERY ONE of them. “Der 
Rosenkavalier” which opened the Met season 
has nothing like the emotional power or (for 
my money) musical integrity of “Otello.” What 
it has got in great profusion is over-powering 
settings, opulent costumes, crystal chandeliers, 
baroque furniture, powdered wigs, swordplay 
and other Viennese schmaltz. It’s a very pretty 
and very colorful opera. But color is one thing 
a black-and-white television camera can’t 
handle. Even black-and-white opulence it ap- 
proaches with some diffidence. 

In the more crowded scenes with a score of 
Singers onstage, the camera had to back clear to 
the secand balcony to get them all in. On a TV 
screen, a singer looks like a praying mantis from 
that distance. Operatic direction, of course. is 
almost the direct opposite of TV direction. On 
the Metropolitan’s cavernous stage, the prin- 
cipals may never get much closer than a jave- 
lin’s throw from one another. The TV camera 
regards these stand-offish attitudes with pro- 
found contempt, mixed with desperation. It had 
much rather have its actors no farther than six 
inches apart. 

* * * 

LIKE LAST YEAR’S opening telecast, this is 
a one-shot performance with no promise of fu- 
ture operas this year. The cameramen and 
other technicians, the press agents, and Woods 
—to say nothing of the Texas Co. which paid the 
bills—will retire to lick their wounds and absorb 
their experiences before attempting another 
one. 

This year the Met opening was telecast to six 
cities—New York, Philadelphia, Washington, 
Baltimore, Detroit and Chicago. _Next year it 
may get all the way to Texas. 

As to its possibilities as a weekly feature like 
the radio broadcast, I have a few doubts. Three 
and a half hours may be a little long for the 
evening television audience. If opera ever gets 
to be a regular feature on television, it may have 
to take to Saturday afternoon as it did in radio. 

* * * 

THE GLAMOR ATTENDANT to the Metro- 
politan openings is an acquired taste that I have 
not yet acquired. But others have and in defer- 
ence to their feelings A.B.C. set up a camera at 
the Thirty-ninth street, or carriage, entrance to 
the Met. It photographed an interminable pro- 
cession of mink. All walking erect, the little 
rascals. None of them stood on his head. 

For sheer glamor the most impressive sight 
that struck my eyes came at intermission. Ed- 
ward Johnson, the retiring director of the Met- 
ropolitan, interviewed among others the heads 
of the backstage crews—the stagehands, elec- 
tricians and property department. They all wore 
black tie and dinner jackets. The television 
cameramen visible to the audience all wore din- 
ner jackets too. 

Everyone looked well that night except Rich- 
ard Strauss.

Fighting Alabama Editor Stops the Klan 


Checks Hooded Tuscaloosa Band by Printing Details of Secret Sessions

TUSCALOOSA, A'a. Nov. 29. 

ERE in this relatively small 
H community in the Deep South 

the Ku Klux Klan has been 
stopped in its tracks by a fight- 
ing editor who exposed its secret 
meetings and denounced it as a 
foe to public decency. 

It took courage to do it. But 
40-year-old Buford Boone, pub- 
lisher of the Tuscaloosz: News, 
dropped a figurative bombshell 
on his neighbors by revealing 
such intimate de‘ails of sup- 
posedly secret sessions as tp 
make participants squirm. 

Realizing that he might be 
pitting neighbor against neigh- 
bor and jeopardizing the success 
of his own daily paper (circula- 
tion 13,200 including 3500 rural 
subscribers), he put his case to 
the conscience of the community 
—and won out. 

He was not daunted by a noc- 
turnal visitation of 126 robed 
Klansmen, embracing heavy rein- 
forcements from the terror-ridden 
Birmingham area, who filed by 
his plant after he had disclosed 
the shoddiness behind the sheeted 
regalia and ritualistic mumbo- 
jumbo. 

That June night demonstration 
appeared to be the Klan’s last 
gesture in this area. Since then 
it has been dormant, although 
occasional furtive meetings may 
take place in this western Ala- 
bama community of 50,000, in- 
cluding a Negro population of 
about 20,000. 

Boone’s successful strategy was 
to beat the Klan to the punch. 
Instead of waiting for a lynch- 
ing or a flogging, he put the Klan 
on the defensive as soon as it 
started a revival. And he intends 
to keep it there. Aware that Klan 
violence flared here in the twen- 
ties and could yet crop out again, 
he has notified local Klansmen 
that he possesses their names. 

“We have placed the list in 
safekeeping.” Boone announced 
publicly. “Whether it is brought 
out and published or is given to 
law enforcement officers called 
upon to investigate illegal activi- 
ties by hooded men in this area 
will depend entirely upon the 
local Klan.” 

Confronted with this club 
against terrorism, Klansmen, who 
numbered about 40 when exposed 
last May, are painfully aware 
that Boone isn’t bluffing. Even if 
the young publisher, a wartime 
FBI agent who previously had 
revitalized the conservative Ma- 
con (Ga.) Telegraph, hadn’t dis- 
closed he had the roster, his chat- 
ty reports of their conclaves car- 
ried sufficient conviction. 

Klansmen, reading of their 
meetings, knew there was a snake 
under the sheets. But they haven’t 
discovered the traitor’s identity, 
nor do they know if there is more 
than one such “traitor.” So they 
mistrust and fear one another. 

Boone spent several weeks 
methodically and quietly collect- 
ing data when he learned that 
the Klan, masquerading as “the 
Tuscaloosa Social Club,” had held 
six weekly meetings in a county 
building through authorization of 
Tuscaloosa county authorities. 
Then on May 25 he published a 
four-paragraph “box” on the front 
page. It conveyed the first pub- 
lic information that the Ku Klux 
Klan was back and set this com- 
munity on its ears. 

In it, he disclosed that a group 
of Tuscaloosa county men was

about to meet to clean up an 
abandoned ledge, appropriately 
located by a lake bed which was 
being filled with city garbage, to 
prepare it as a Klan meeting 
place. Boone added that two days 
later a series of articles would 
begin telling about the Klan. 

This community, despite the 
presence of the University of Ala- 
bama, isn’t very articulate. There 
were no immediate public reper- 
cussions. But some merchants re- 
fused to display placards adver- 
tising the Klan series. There were 
parents who refused to allow 
their sons to continue as news- 
boys, fearful that they might be 
molested. 

So uncertain, In fact, was the 
sentiment in this area that State 
senator Henry H. Mize, a resident 
who successfully introduced Ala- 
bama’s anti-masking measure, 
realized he may have staked his 
political future and didn’t think 
his bill had a chance. But it 
passed, on the wave of outrages 
in the Birmingham industrial 
area. 

Yet when the Klansmen parad- 
ed past the newspaper office, no 
policeman was sent there in re- 
sponse to a call, although the 
Chief of Police trailed the robed 
ranks in a car. It was not ascer- 
tained whether he was acting as 
an escort or in a supervisory ca- 
pacity. 

* * * 
OONE in detailing the Klan’s 
activities announced that his 
articles were “not intended as 
a challenge to the Klan but to 
public sentiment,” and asked the 
citizens whether they were will- 
ing to surrender the administra- 
tion of “justice” to a “group of 
men whose identities you do not 
yet know and whose selection 
was made without your voice?” 

In his initial account, he told 
of meetings at a county building 
and disclosed that at the last one 
a visiting state Klan official was 
an honored guest. 

Former Klansmen who joined 
the new group, Boone disclosed. 
were aware that the Ku Klux 
Klan was on the subversive list 


Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


HE CANASTA player has to 
T adjust his thinking to a double 
valuation of his cards. A red 
trey counts 100. If you’ve melded, 
that’s for you. If you haven’t, it’s 
against you. That makes 200. 

If you’ve all four of them, the 
200 becomes 400. 

Sometimes this realization, or 
the sense of impending disaster, 
leads you to make plays you 
wouldn’t have made otherwise. 

Suppose this is your hand: 


You have just drawn. An op- 
ponent has melded (tens and 
fives). Your side hasn’t melded, 
but your side has three red threes. 
You need 90. 


Ordinarily you wouldn’t dream 
of melding now. A meld costs you 
nine cards, because you need ev- 
erything you can lay down if you 
are to reach 90—2-Q-Q, 2-9-9, 
7-7-7, By the time you discard, 
you'll have exactly two cards left 
and you can kiss good-by to any 
big score, barring miracles. 


But if you don’t meld, and an 
opponent manages to go out, your 
three red treys will count against 
you. The difference between what 
you get if you meld now, and what 
you lose if you don’t meld, is 600 
points (equivalent to two caftas- 
tas) plus the values of the cards 
you can meld (and you may as 
well multiply those card values 
by two, too).

South’s discovery, via the Black- 
wood convention, that North had 
two aces and one king, did not 
warrant the bidding of a grand 
slam.

West, who was naturally dis- 
inclined to lead from any honor 
against a grand-slam_ contract, 
opened a trump, to let declarer 
fend for himself.
